THE DOGS OF WAR. 7) 


Mere Than a Mere Figure of Speech In 
Remote Times. 

The “dogs of wir" is not a mere fig 
ure of speect, In remote times dogs 
Were used for war purposes. Plutarch 
and Pliny relute many Instances—l, @» 
of Agesilaus at the siege of Mantinea, 
of Cambyses tn his expedition to Egypt 
of the king of the Geromuutinns In re 
giining his throne, Aenens (G00 B.C.) 
tells of dogs that carried letters In their 
collars; also the Clinbrians and Teutons 
kept dogs. These, however, were fight- 
{ng dogs, justly dreaded by the Romua 
soldiers, 

The Roman military author Vegetius 
reports that dogs were used In the for 
tified towers to make known by their 
barking the approach of the enemy and 
to keep the garrisons awike; also dure 
ing the middle anges war dogs were 
used for guarding camps and bulwarks, 
Scotch bloodhounds were specially ree 
puted for tracking escaped prisonera, 
They wére also used for attacking the 
enemy's cavalry, mutilating the horses 
with the prongs and hooks of their 
coats of mail, To these conts flrepots 
were attached, which set the cnmps on 
fire. In the days of Gransou and Mure 
ten (1476) the battles started with a 
fight of Swiss dogs against Burguodinn 
dogs, and at Murten the Burgundian 
dogs were dismembered by ‘their ade 
versaries from the Alps, It is said that 
wer the discovery of America war 
@ogs slaughtered not less thin 2,000 
“ndians, 

The employment of dogs for fighting 
purposes continued in modern tines, 
Emperor Charles V. (15181550) re 
ceived from England 4,000 dogs ns 
subsidiary forces ngainst France at 
Valence French and Spanish dogs 
joined battle, In which the latter ree 
mained victors, As late as in the seve 
enteenth century war dogs were used 
as scouts agninst the Turks. In 1822 
an assault on the Acropolis of Athens 
by the Greeks was frustrated by dogs, 
The French employed dogs tn Tunis 
against Arabian tribes In Mexico in 
1864 the dogs of the Zaceuteca volun 
teer corps proved the most terrible ade 
versaries of the Mexican guerrillas 
until they were got rid of by poison, 
In@the last Turko-Russian war (S77- 
1878) the Russiuns employed war dogs 


both in Europe and in Asia, The 
Austrians“and Tollanders also used 
trained dogs successfully to protect 


themselves against beiug surprised by 
the enen.y and to find their adver 
saries in the Impenetrable thickets 
Today the dog is uo longer employed 
ns a fighter. Ie f* trained to curry 
ammunition to the battlefield, to guard 
the outposts, prevent skirmishers frou 
stenting nt ton close range, forward 
letters nnd. finally, as n samaritan in 
finding the wounded after a buttle,
